Music was transformed into a rib- 
bon of light and made to write its) 
soul characteristics on a _ cloth, 
screen at Steinway Hall, New York. 
When low, pure tones were sound- | 

the strip rippled smoothly like 
wave motion travelling along a rope, 
but when harsh, discordant sounds 
were made, the shining line writhed 
and contorted like an agitated snake.
